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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application, Amendments, And/Or Claims 

Claims 18-20 are pending and under examination. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 8/4/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicants argue that now claims 18 and 20 are amended so that the 
claims require an agent to promote the formation, maintenance or repair of the tissue. 
Applicants argue that the Snodgrass (U.S. Patent No. 6,355,237) patent teaches that 
leptin promotes angiogenesis and vasculogenesis but Snodgrass et al do not explicitly 
teach that leptin promotes the formation, maintenance or repair of tissue. Applicants 
argue that leptin promotes faster granulation, which is indicative of faster tissue repair. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive 
because Snodgrass teach that leptin promotes angiogenesis and vasculogenesis ' 
(column 4, lines 22- 27, column 17, 30-38). They teach that leptin can be administered 
to a patient in various therapeutic doses that would be sufficient to ameliorate or treat 
various disorders and deficiencies. Therefore, administering leptin would inherently 
encompass tissue repair and maintenance as being instantly claimed. Further, 
Snodgrass et al teach administering leptin in therapeutic dosage as per need such as 
intravenous, subcutaneous, parentaral and intramuscular for its desired effect and that 
the drug delivery can be administered locally. Therefore, Snodgrass teachings explicitly 
or implicitly meet all limitations of the instant claims.
